7. D'Or U.S. Patent No. 2,869,553 - disposable brassiere with support providing 
flaps 25 underneath breast cup. 

8. Di4z U.S. Patent No. 4,992,074 - like no. 8 above. 

9. Fashion Forms Peel-n-Stick Cups product packaging - strapless bra cups.
